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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly amended claims change the scope of claim 1 to include a combination of three more classes of 
components with each class comprising at least three possible compounds. This change in scope requires further consideration since this 
combined embodiment has not been previously presented during prosecution. Further the crosslinking agent and polyhydric alcohol 
limitations have been modified to limit the scope changing the breadth of the claim. These limitations require further consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . Does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are based on the evidence 
presented in the 1.132 Declaration dated 9/8/10. However the tested formulation corresponding to Specification Ex. 1 is not commensurate 
in scope with the instant claims. The formulation tested is a specific combination of components while the instant claim 1 and 6 provide a 
much broader formulation. Also the formulations of claim 1 and 6 present a formulation with a singular water soluble polymer while the 
tested formulation is a combination of all three components. The claims are written in Markush structure without an indication that a 
combination of the components is an option. Also Applicant argues that the tested formulation has a improved skin transmission of 
approximately 31.4%, however as indicated by the declaration the in vitro skin transmission test resulting in overlapping AUC values for 
preparation A-C. A (the instant invention) reposts 4908.11 with a degree of error of 641.35 while B/C reports 3366.58 with a degree of error 
1239.01. The upper values of B/C overlap with the values of A, bringing into question the patentable distinction between the preparations. 
For these reasons the declaration is not commensurate in scope and insufficient to overcome the rejections. 
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
